a hit of luck and

seas flying in modern planes.

Lindbergh 
said, “ that the flight demonstrated 
the practicability of modern planes 
and motors ,and it will be a compar­ 
atively short time now until regular 
Ttlantic crossings will be made. 
“ But we must not talk of carry­ 
ing passengers until engineers

mid-ocean 
floating 
landing 
places. ” 
He told something of his flight to 
a highly interested audience.

W ASHINGTON — Let s try to 
take the soft pedal off the real 
reason the industrial east has so 
vigorously opposed the hopes and 
plans of the agricultural west for 
federal farm relief. 
Millions of farmers must have 
put it down to plain cussedness, 
but there is much better reason to 
believe that it is traceable to an 
intelligent self-interest. 
For a government analyst has 
Just advanced th e theory that ag­ 
ricultural prosperity means indus­ 
trial depression, and agricultural 
depression means industrial pros­ 
perity. This th eo ry is said to be 
based on the experience of this 
country over a period of 50 years. 
All this, ot course, is directly 
opposite to common belief. Hard 
times for the farmer it was reit­ 
erated again and again, meant 
hard times for everyone. 
With 
loss of the great rural market 
through the farmer s inability to 
buy. factories would curtail. mU- 
lions be thrown out of work and 
the c o u n tr y be in a bad way. 
Old Theory Blasted 
It was a great theory and the 
farmers played it for all itt was 
worth, but it now’ appears that 
the farmers were only kidding 


themselves and the public, while 
industry knew’ all along that it 
just didn’t work out that way— 
or industry would have been as 
hot as anyone for farm relief. 
The Department of Agriculture 
has found through the study of its 
economist. L. H. Bean, that busi­ 
ness and manufacturing interests 
have been as prosperous if not 
more prosperous in periods of low 
agricultural prices. It has found, 
furthermore, that 
whereas low 
farm product prices have been ac­ 
companied by industrial expansion 
and prosperity, high agricultural 
prices 
have 
forecast 
industrial 
slumps. 
The last five or six years, as 
everyone knows, have seen indus­ 
trial prosperity and agricultural 
distress. 
Bean points out that 
similar conditions existed in the 
years following 1S78-9. 
1884-5. 
1896-7. 1914-5 and 1921-22. all 
periods of 
relatively 
low 
crop 
prices followed by industrial re­ 
covery. 
The only “apparent ex­ 
ceptions” noted w’ere 1904-5 and 
1908-9. 
“On the other hand.” he says, 
“years wrhen crop prices were, 
high have marked the close o f 
periods of industrial prosperity, 
suggesting 
that 
a shortage of 
foodstuffs and agricultural raw* 
materials may be an important 
factor in a business depression.”

He said every man had the God-

tion.

Just advanced the theory that ag- 
ricultural prosperity means indus- 
trial depression, and agricultural 
depression means industrial pros- 
perity. This theory is said to be 
based on the experience of this 
country over a period'of SO years. 


All this, ot course, is directly 


opposite to common belief. Hard 
times for the farmer it was reit- 
erated again and again, meant 
hard times for everyone. With 
loss of the great rural market 
through the farmer'* inability to 
buy. factories would curtail, mil- 
lions be thrown out of work and 
the country be in a bad way. 


Old Theory Blasted 


It was a great theory and the 


farmers played it for all it, was 
worth, bnt it MOW appears that 
the farmers were only kidding 


themselves and the public, while 
industry knew all along that it 
Just didn't work out that way— 
or Industry would hare been as 
hot as anyone for farm relief. 


The Department of Agriculture' 


has .found through the study of its 
economist. L. H. Bean, that busi- 
ness and manufacturing interests 
have been as prosperous if not 
more prosperous in periods of low- 
agricultural prices. It has found, 
furthermore, that whereas low 
farm product prices have been ac- - 
companied by-industrial expansion 
and' prosperity, high agricultural 
prices have forecast industrial 
slumps.

The last five or six years, as 


everyone knows, have seen indus- 
trial prosperity and agricultural 
distress. Bean points out that 
similar conditions existed in-the 
years following 1878-9.
